REMARKS 

This letter is responsive to the final office action dated June 24, 2009 and the advisory 
action dated September 23, 2009. 

Amendments to the Claims 

The Examiner indicated that claim 5 was allowable if rewritten in independent form. The 
Applicant has added the subject matter of claim 5 to claim 1 , the respectfully submits 
that claim 1 as amended is allowable over the cited art. Claim 5 has been cancelled. 

Claim 4 (from which claim 5 was previously dependent) remains dependent on claim 1 . 

Claim 6 is now dependent on claim 1 . 

Claims 29-31 remain dependent on claim 1. 

Claim 9 has been amended to include the subject matter of claim 11, which was 
identified by the Examiner as allowable. Claim 1 1 has been cancelled. 

Claim 10 (from which claim 1 1 previously depended) remains dependent on claim 9. 

Claims 14 and 16-20 were allowed. 

Claims 32-34 are dependent on claim 9. 

Claim 21 has been amended to include limitations corresponding to the amendments of 
claims 1 and 9. 

Claim 22 remains dependent on claim 21. 
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Claims 24 - 28 have been cancelled. 

Claims 35 and 36 have been amended to Include limitations corresponding to the 
amendments of claims 1 and 9. 

These amendments bring the claims into allowable condition based on the Examiner's 
identification of allowed and allowable claims. 

Conclusion 

The Applicants respectfully submit that this case is now In condition for allowance and 
request that the Examiner's objections be withdrawn and a timely Notice of Allowance 
be issued.
